ilnil the amount of damages shall not be less 
than the value of such slave at the time of his 
emancipation. That any free neero, ic , alio 
has migrated to the Slate since the 11th day of 
June, leb'O, or » ho shall hereafter migrate to 
the Slate, shall be deemed yuilty of a felony, 
and when lound guilty of violating the provis 
ioos of this act, the court rendering the judg- 
ment of conviction shall order such free uegio, 
&c, 10 be sold into perpetual slavery, at public 
auction, for cash in hand, the officer making sucli 
sale to be allowed five per cent, on the first three 
hundred dollars, and two per cent, on the re 
maiiider.

In IttAS he emigrated to America, and 
la now connected with the school for idiots iu 
Pennsylvania. 

Besides those schools In Paris, msny others 
have been established on the conticent. In 
England several schuols have been in operation 
since 1846, and the concurrent testimony of all 
who have witnessed the improvement of the 
children attending them is, that they are emi 
nently successful. 

lu 184b a resolution was adopted by the Legis 
latere of Massachusetts, appointing commission 
ers to investigate the condition of idiots in that 
Stale. Their report cuuvinced the Legislature 
of the necessity and practicability of Instructing 
iulots, and the experiment was made by the es 
tablishmeiit of a schuol tor the purpose at South 
Boston So complete was its success that iu 
1651 the Massachusetts school lor idiotic ami 
leeble minded youth was established, and this 
choui has since that lime bueu iu successful up 
eration. 

I have in my hand the 11th annual report of 
the managers and superintendent ut this school 
and read au extract from it: 

The trustees have a deep conviction, derived 
fiom their faith in ihe importance ol iiistructluu 
to all children, ho-.n-ver defective, and Iroru per 
aunul observation ol the effect* uf such iustruc 
tiuti and training upon the unfortunate lum ale* 
under their charge iu this establishment; lhal 
such an institution is not only highly useful, bill 
that il is necessary and will continue to be 
necessary as a complement to the charitable ill 
liiutiuns of the State." 

Iu lc58 theie were 63 children iu tills school, 
and lis numbers are rapidly inciuasing. 

In 185.1 the Pennsylvania Legislature estab 
lislled its training schoul fur feebie minded chit 
Jren. At the head of this schuul is Dr. Juseph 
Parrish, a gentleman whose whole heurl is bound 
up in this noble work; whose kindly sympathies 
nave pissed the bounds of his own Mate, and 
coming to our own have impeled him to aid the 
iriends of this mtasuie in promoting its success. 
I'o htm uud to Mr. Jacubs ei uur own Slate, 1 
un indebted fur much valuable iului uiaiiou upuu 
this subject. 

1 have belore me the seventh annual report 
of the directors of the Pennsylvania school. In 
that report, alter slutiug tu detail the result at 
taitied by the school they say: "A small be 
ginning, a struggling iufaiicv, and an experience 
of duubi and embarrassment have tested the 
vitality of the early efforts to establish this iu 
stitution, but it has borne the struggle, endured 
the trial, and comes furlh now strengthened, 
nut needing more strength. Che source of its 
vi'.ality and energy is to be found iu tho truth 
that maii suffering and forlorn iu the lorm ol 
idiocy can be restored from udegtaded and miss 
happen manhuod to lake upoii bimsell the come 
lims* of the redeemed and Immortal. The 
source ol its success is to be found lu the tiuil 
that men recognize the brotherhood of the race, 
Aud OOllfeSS that the strongest claim upon pater 
..al sympathy comes Irom the remoiesi, because 
the weakest expression uf ou. commou human 
ity." 

Seventy four children were in this school iu 
1859, and Several ol them are resident* of our 
extreme Southern Stale*. 

Hear these men as they rise to the full stature 
uf philanthropists, aud proclaim that ''the 
aloomy have been made happy; the idle indus 
trious; the prolan* ashamed of llieir profanity 
ihe uuloviug uffectio'iate; the speechless to 
speak; the unproductive self-supporting; and in 
.his humble, yet important work, we tire st til 
progressing." 

In Ic54 the New York Legislature establish 
ed her School lur idiots at .Syracuse 1 have iu 
ut > hand one of the reports of ibe condition and 
progress of that institution It breathes the 
same exalted philunlhrophy that marks the re 
ports I have read Irom. It shows that success 
'ins alieuded this school in proportion to the 
number ol children under their charge. 

lu 1856 Ohio made a liberal appmpriatlon for 
tier * 'idiotic and imbecile youths," and hasts 
labllshed her institution at Columbus. Permit 
me to read a rhorl exit act Irom the third suuual 
report ol ti e trustees and superintendent of this 
isy lum: 

"Alter another year's observation and expe 
■ ietice, the trustees continue finnly as ever con 
vinced of the practical utility of efforts to im 
l>rove the condition of their class of uiiforiu 
nates. The evidences of improvement iu the 
pupils of this institution fur the first yeai have 
been most marked and gralilylug. 'I hey have 
.he giatificaiiun of noting that the institution is 
beginning to attract its due share of attention 
and is graduully making its wav into public fa 
vor." 

In the same year Connecticut, after appoint 
ing commissioners to visit the other institution- 
I have mentioned, to examine into the piaciic.ii 
workings of the system upon the lucts set lur 
111 their report, established her school fur "idiutiu 
youth." I have this! repurt belure me. They 
say: "The facts disclosed in our report sho* 
conclusively that having not less than 330 idiots 
111 the Slate, who are proper subjects of Insiruc 
lion, and who are incapable of receiving iusiiuo 
lion in any ot our exi-tiug instituiiuiis, h'.:maue 
ly tequires that provision should be made at the 
earliest possible period fur their training." 

These, sir, are the authorities upon which I 
tely to sustain my position 

We cannot better Judge of the present and 
the future than by louking into the past. That 
which has been done by others may be done by 
us. It has been well said that we want tangible 
evidence of the utility of this schuol The 
speculations of the enthusiast are no such svl 
■fence as will satisfy us that we do right in sp 
piopriaiing money lor this purpose. Sir, I give 
vou no such speculations, lu a matter of this 
imnoriance we are entitled tu have our judg 
m. nt com inced that the work is practical, and 
1 hen we will do our duty. Look at their report* 
emanating fiom the ufficeis of institutions iu 
other states already established, and requiring 
annual appropriations of money to sustain them. 
I heir commissioners ure uo midday dreameis, 
weipiug over ihe frailties ol humanity, and 
lliiusiiu^ upon us Utopian project* lor arriving 
it hutnnu pe rf ection. They are 110 sickly phi 
losupheis, ever ready lo catch at new and impus 
-ihle iheuries, aud yel never achieving any prac 
tical insult. The, are the uhicial representa 
lives 01 their Legislatures; required 10 state 
facts *ud 10 report things as they are; and their 
report* arc the bases ol the action ol their Leg- 
islatures in releiencc to th. Se institutions. 

While they exhibit a broad aud comprehen- 
sive benevolence, they deal in facts and figures, 
aud drive us to the cunclusiun that the quesliuu 
whether idiots can be educited has been clear 
and fully demonstrated. Can any man belie 
that all these Stales would annually eX|ieud uver 
a hundred thuusaud dollars to educate their 
idiot children If experience had shown they 
were throwing iheir money uvvav ? Are we lo 
conclude thai a trial of twelve years is not sufli 
cient to test its practicability, when hundreds of 
children have been learned to read and w-Siie, to 
become lamiliar with aiiihmeiic and geography, 
and have been sent home to their parents so ut- 
terly changed in body and mind that they could ' 
scarcely be recognized. The man who doubts 
this evidence would not believe "though one I 
were raised from the dead " 

Thus, sir, has it been shown that these be- 
clouded ihicllecs, into which the light uf reason 
and religion has never peuetiaied, inav bu 



lublished no such institution, and th t we should 
wait until one of ihem should lead ihe wav.— 
Kentucky has never waited for any of her lis- 
ter Stales iu the South iu the esttblishineiil of 
benevolent institutions. In 18^2 her deaf and 
dumb asylum was erected, and hers was tile fits; 
one ill the Suuih. To day th. re is scarcely a 
deaf and dumb person iu ihe State over !.'> years 
of age without au education. She was the flisl 
Southern Stale to establish a Lunatic Asylum. 
Her asylum for the blind led the way f.,r other 
States 111 the South to legislate lor tlti- uulortuti- 
ate class of children. She Ins been first among 
the Southern Stales iu benevolent legislation, us 
she has been fitst iu watlike renown, lu Iri'i 
lier chivuliic suns were the first to defend our 
Mqrtueru border from the invasion of the B. lion 
and the eavuire. Tbey lie buried all along lhat 
border, and Kentucky knows how to remember 
their valor. At New OrltWO* and al Bueua Vis 
to she maintained her ancient renown, ant has 
nut tailed to cummemurute Hie achievements ol 
her sons. She has erected on the hill above us 
a marble column which she calls her "Battle 
Monument," 011 which she has inscribed the 
names and the heroic deeds ol her SOldleT*. Bu 
ueath that monument lie ihe bones ol many of 
ihuse heroes, and as no look round us lur III. ir 
relatives and descendants we find here and there 
1 mong ihoia • child coming wuhm the objects ol 
the bill uuder consideration. As she Ins not 
herelulure suffered herself tu be uutstiipped by 
other*, she will not uuw fuld her arms and per- 
mit her aOCleUl glory lo betaken away Irum her; 
she will repay Ihe debt she o*es lo her buiitu 
heroes. 

I admit that, ha»ing carefully looked into the 
history and statistics of idiocy and school.' lor 
iheir education, and b. iug cuuvinced ol the uul 
Ity uf this institution, I feel great solicitude fur 
ihe passage of the bill. W hen a citiSeO 01 
Rome, in the palmy days of the Republic, was 
asked why he took such an interest in some pub- 
lic measure, he responded, "l am a Roman bill- 
ZSn, and » hatever concerns Koine Concerns me." 
As an humble representative of a county, I leel 
ihat I ou^ht not lo and will not turn culdly away 
Irom the imperious necessity of using my el 
loits in this cause. We may write our names 
iu the saud by tierce appeals 10 party feeling aud 
enthusiasm; by them we may gain lor a brie I 
period the applause ol men who live in the ul 
inusplieie oi party excitement; bui never again 
in our lime will »c have such an opportunity ul 
connecting ourselves with the first successful 
effort tu establish a principle in the lecjslutiuir 
uf the State that will live as lung as lime shall 
last. 1 hese things never go backward Every 
day adds to tbe material wealth ot Ihe Stale; it 
developed her energies: opens the avenues ol 
education, aud it widens the field of beuevuleui 
enterprise 

lu regard to the location of the school, it is 
manilest that Ihe place lor it Is near to the in 
spectiun and symp.ihyof the legislature. Some 
men even now Uoubt ihe practicability of the 111 
stitution. Yuu cannul Convince some meiubeis 
ol tulure legisluiuics, disposed tu doubt iu re- 
let euie lo it, wiihuut an actual examination into 
ihe cunditiun ol the children and their improve 
iiient. VV hen they see fur themselves that the 
children lliev knew at home are uul uuly capable 
uf being educated in mind and improved iu physi 
cal development, but have so been educated and 
unproved, ihey will then be prompt to susiaiu 
the schuul with liberal appiuprialiuns 

If the piupusiliuu to authorise the Governor 
to "let uut lu the highest bidder," the location 
uf the school be sustained, yuu will, in all prub 
ability, luse mure iu the inconvenience and ex 
p.-nse ul the institution in live years than you 
will gain by il. 1 am opposed tu peddling out 
• lie charitable restitutions of Ihe State, because 
it is wrung iu principle, and shows ou uur pun a 
waiilul confidence In their success. By it you 
will show lu ihe peuple ihat yuu are not willing 
10 lake the responsibility ol appropriating money 
to establish 11, Out want lo divide il Willi others 
Thus confidence will at once be shaken, and yuu 
cripple its opei'ulious hereafter. If we are satis 
tied lhal it is practicable; satisfied that ii is our 
duly 10 vute the appropriation, lei us uut halt 
fur a muineul iu uking ihe responsibility ; "if we 
are ctvalry, let us ride." 

And huw, sir, I ask the question whether wr 
-He ready lo suike the decisive blow lur the re 
deiuptlou ul these "uniui-uiuate children of our 
common lather." Satisfied iu my own miuu 
ihat public policy demands it; lhal tliecah ul hu 
inanity iu.peiiuusly indicates t<; I cutihul resist 
ibe appeal, and will sustain the measure wilh the 
aptrubaiiuu uf my sympathies and my judg- 
ment. , 

Uui ing the present session we have almost 
uii.iunnuusly vuted au apuroprnilioii to aid lu 
building a monument over lliu grave of the il 
lusinuu* Clay. We have turned a wav frutu out 
fiery political contests, mid without uisiiiictiuu ui 
pai ly have poured out uur lears and uur grati- 
tude upuu ihe grave ol the hunured dead Lei 
us uuw lum lu the living, and thuugh we catmut 
admire, let us at least pity and protect the help 
less and the auffeiiug. If we piss the bill many 
a mulher raised to new lile by our action win 
live tu invuke the chuieSi gills ul heaven upon 
us whu have given back her child tu her "cloih. 
ed and iu lu right mlhu " I he applause ul all 
guud lueti will be given lo us, while above nil 
we shall have ihe COUSclousueSS ul Inn iug duue 
uur duty lu 0111 selves and uur country.
